Mr. Lebus, 
with his associatest tried to se¬ 
cure assistance in Louisvili, but 
did not succeed. At Cincinnati 
•bey were told that tobacco 
warehouses would accept part 
of the burden if Louisville could 
also be got into the deal. This 
was for the purpofie of shotting 
off any possibility of the trust 
taking vengeance on either city 
by refusing to purchase later on.
